The great battle 
with respect to doctrine has already been 
fought ; the victory is won: “ We are more 
than conquerers through him that loved 
us.’ The field is ours; and we have now 
little to do except to remove the rubbish ; 
to cultivate the soil, and to render it fruit- 
ful in every good word and work. But re- 
fined speculations, learned criticisms, and 
leveling arguments will not of themselves, 
accomplish the object. Without the en- 
riching’ influence of practical goodness, they 
are “ as sounding brass or a tinkling cym- 
bal.”” A peaceable and holy life is the only 
sound logic in this case. This will exert 






an irresistible power over gain-sayers. It 
will effectually put to silence, the ue of 
foolish men Let the pure light ver- 
sal grace shine in all our lives, an si- 


tion to the moral tendency of our faith must 
cease, wherever it is known. This is evi- 
dent from facts within.our observation. In 
all cases, the most is said against this faith, 
where the least is known of it; and where 
people generally, have had the best oppor- 
tunity to become acquainted ith its prin- 
ciples, and their influence Ron society, 
there is the least opposition to it, as being 
dangerous and immoral in its tendency.— 
Indeed, where people have barely heard of 
this heavenly doctrine, but are entirely 
ignorant of its character, the lip of detrac- 
tion knows no bounds ; but as the mind be- 
comes acquainted with it, the virulency of 
opposition ceases ; and where it is thorough- 
ly understood, the noisy tongue of slander 
itself, dares only whisper its unfriendly in- 
siuuation. This plain fact speaks volumes 
in favor of our general system of faith.— 
And now, dear brethren, may we all prove 
ourselves expert in multiplying this sort of 
evidence, and without the least division,| 
« add to our faith virtue; and to virtue know-; 
ledge ; and to knowledge temperance ; and 
to temperance patience; and to patienc®

Serious and important Questions, answered 
JSrom the Holy Scriptures. 

Q. What is the will of God with regard 
to mankind ? 

A. That all men should be saved, and 
come unto the knowledge of the truth.— 
1 Tim. ii. 4 And having made known 
unto us the mystery of his will, according 
to his good pleasure, which he hath pur-

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Remarks on Numbers xxiii. 10. 


“Let me die the death of the righteous, and let 
my last end be like his!” 


This text is often brought, if not as 
proof, at least as implying, that the last 
end of Balaam, meaning thereby his future

CASHMERE SHAWLS. 

The rich Cashmere Shawls are manufactured 
in the city of Cashmere, in the northern part of 
Hindostan, now subject to the Afghans. They 
are made of the wool or hair of a species of goat 
tound in Thibet and Tartary, some of which have 
been introduced into France. A tew years since, 
there were 16.000 looms and 48,000 persons in 
Cashmere employed in making shawls. A re- 
marksble fine shawl occupies a loom and three 
persons more than a year; and of the best and 
most worked kinds, not so much as @ quarter of 
an inch is completed ina day. For plain shawls 
a shuttle is used, but the variegated opes are 
worked with wooden needles, one for each co- 
loyr, without shuttles. The rough side of the 
shawl is uppermost on the frame. The head 
workmen receive about 20 cents per day, and the 
common workmen trom 3 to 10 cents. 

The Cashmerians manufacture a great many 
shawls from the wool of a breed of sheep, which 
are found in the vale of Cashmere, and in Thibet 
and Boutan. This wool, it is said, surpasses every 
other in the world for its softness, whiteness and 
fineness ; and some travellers assert that it is from 
20 to 22 inches ia length! Camel’s hare is also 
used for shawls. Most of the Cashmere shawls, 
so called, that are imported into the United States, 
are manufactured in Europe.
